EDITORIAL. 


MISSIONS IN JAPAN.— The statistics of Protestant Missions in Japan as 
given in the table for 1894, prepared by Rev. H. Loomis of Yokohama, gives 
the names of thirty-one societies or churches laboring in that country, and the 
following totals; Missionaries, 625; stations, 133; out-stations, 750 ; churches, 
364, of which 91 are self-supporting; baptized in 1894, 3,422 ; church mem- 
bers, 39,240 ; scholars in missions schools, 9,215; scholars in Sunday schools, 
29,957; ordained native preachers, 258; unordained helpers, 536; Bible 
women, 209. The contributions of Christians amounted to 72-—217-T2, 
(about $36,108.86). The Greek Catholic Church reports 22,000 members, 
and the Roman Catholic Church 49,280 adherents in Japan. Of the Protes- 
tant churches, the Presbyterians of all kinds lead with 72 churches and 
11,126 members, the Congregationalists come next, with 70 churches and 
11,079 members, then the Methodists with 101 churches and 7,536 members, 
and the Baptists with 27 churches and 2,146 members, of whom 1,597 are in 
the churches of the American Baptist Missionary Union. 


BOOKS WANTED FOR JAPAN. — There are several students in the Baptist 
Theological Seminary, Yokohama, Japan, who can read English, and the num- 
ber is sure to increase. Rev. John L. Dearing, the president, wishes to secure 


English books for the library of the Seminary, and the following extract will 
tell what he wants : — 


“ We have at present about 1,500 English books and about 500 Japanese 
books. We are greatly in need of helps in the line of Old Testament study, 
as commentaries and works on Bible characters as well as introductions and 
books on especial subjects of Old Testament study. We have Geikie’s « Hours 
with the Bible,” Smith’s « Bible Dictionary ” and Horne’s “ Introduction,” also 
a few commentaries but we need more. We also need more in the line of 
helps in the department of theology. We at present have only Hovey, Strong 
and Boyce. Our need is first for such books as would be of value and help to 
a student at home without a knowledge of Greek or Hebrew. Works of a more 
advanced character can be used very profitably in helping to make the library 
of more value to the missionaries and especially the teachers of the school as a 
reference library —a great need in a land where one is cut off from the home 
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libraries and helps. It is a library that will be able to do much good, and 
additions to it of valuable works will be a real help to the future work in 


Japan.” 

Publications should be sent to “ Theological School, care of John L. Dear- 
ing, 67a Bluff, Yokohama, Japan.” The postage is the same as on printed 
matter in this country. Packages should be securely wrapped for the long 
journey in the mails. Unbound books and pamphlets may be sent, as binding 


is very cheap in Japan. We are sure there are many who will gladly aid in 
this good work.

M. D., and wife of Toungoo, Burma have returned to America for recovery of 
health. 


DEATH OF DR. GARDNER.— The announcement of the death of Rev. 
George W. Gardner, D. D., will bring sorrow to a wide circle of friends. 
As principal of the Academy at Ludlow, Vt., and of the Institution at New 
London, N. H., and president of Central University, at Pella, Iowa, he had an 
important influence in molding the minds of hundreds of young men and 
young women, now scattered into all parts of America, and as pastor at 
Charlestown, Mass., Cleveland, Ohio, Marblehead, Fitchburg and Waltham, 
Mass., he was permitted to guide multitudes into the ways of truth. How far- 
reaching is the work of both pastor and teacher. Who can tell where the 
limits of his influence shall be found? Dr. Gardner was also Home Secretary 
of the Missionary Union for four years, from 1872 to 1876. In all his varied 
spheres of labor he held the regard and love of his brethren for his purity, 
probity, and goodness. During the later years of his life he was compelled by 
feeble health to withdraw largely from active labors, but acted as Bible lecturer 


in Colby Academy, New London, N. H., where he heard the call of the Lord 
from labor and suffering to rest and reward.

Christians everywhere are asked to remember in their 
petitions the missionaries at their posts in Madagascar, the native churches, 
the Queen that she may be upheld and guided by wisdom from above, and 
also the French Republic that it may not be led by unjust aa but may 
be true to right, justice and peace. 


“HEROES AND HIERARCHS,” by Rev. Samuel Haskell, D. D. of Kilns 
zoo College, Mich., is an excellent and timely book. It aims to set forth in a 
comprehensive form the principles of religious liberty and its friends and foes 
from the beginning of the Christian church. Its foes are found chiefly among 
the priests of the Roman Catholic and other state churches, whence the second 
part of the title. Its friends have been those who have bravely stood for 
liberty of conscience and freedom of religious worship in all ages. Baptists 
by principle and practice have stood among the foremost in the fight for 
freedom in religion. After following the course of the struggle through the 
Christian centuries to the present, Dr. Haskell illustrates the later progress 
and persecutions of the heroes of freedom by the stories of Roger Williams, 
Obadiah Holmes, Isaac Backus, William Carey, Adoniram Judson, J. G. 
Oncken and other eminent Baptists. It is a good book for all, but especially 
for Baptist young people. 

REVIVALS IN CHINA. — It is interesting to note that the time of war in 
China has also been a time of] religious awakening. Large accessions have 
been gathered into the Christian churches in various localities, notably in the 
London mission at Hankow and in the English Church mission in the Fuchau 
district. In the latter the form of the movement seems to be a revulsion 
against idolatry in the minds of the people. The missionaries are not able to 
take advantage of all the favorable openings for work. All the places of 
Christian worship are thronged Sunday after Sunday. So does God in this 
time of trouble make the wrath and disaster of man to minister to the 
progress of his kingdom. 


THE EMPRESS DOWAGER OF CHINA. 


Although the customs of the Chinese do not permit a female to be nominally at the 
head of the nation, yet the real ruler of China since 1862 has been a woman, the mother 
of the present emperor. During these more than thirty years she has guided the affairs 
of the kingdom with so much wisdom and ability as to obtain the profound respect, not 
only of the leading Chinese throughout the country, but of all foreigners who have in any 
way had anything to do with the government of China. She is a woman of eminent men- 
tal ability and strength of character. An ordinary woman in her position would have 
been simply the tool of Chinese politicians and leaders of the parties which are so numer- 
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ous in China; but the Empress Dowager has by her natural powers avoided this danger 
and has carried matters with such a just and even hand as to win the respect of all fac- 
tions. Her sixtieth birthday occurred in November of last year. This among the Chinese 
is the most notable of all the birth anniversaries. When a person has arrived at the age 
of threescore it is the beautiful custom of the Chinese to present specially valuable gifts, 
in token both of the good age which they have reached and of the respect which a life 
of such length deserves, especially from those who are younger. The observance of the 
sixtieth birthday of the Empress Dowager has been a national movement in China. 
Preparations for it were begun several years ago and have been carried out with great 
success. Numerous and valuable gifts have come from all over the empire. It is an indi- 
cation of the character of the Empress that she devoted a large portion of these gifts to

the relief of sufferers from famine and .floods which have afflicted Northern China in 
recent years. ° 

While the celebration of the birthday of the Kmpress was being agitated the idea was 
suggested by Mrs. Swallow, a lady missionary of Ningpo, that it would be proper for the 
Christian women of China to send the Empress a copy of the Bible on her birthday, as 
being the most precious gift which could be offered by the followers of Christ. The idea 
was received with universal approval among the missionary force and a committee was 
appointed to carry the matter into effect. The aid of missionaries all over China was 
solicited and contributions to the amount of nearly $1,200 were gathered from Chinese 
Christian women to carry out this beautiful idea. A special copy of the New 
Testament was printed at the American Presbyterian Mission Press at Shanghai, in 
large type, and with a gold border. The book had two solid silver covers beautifully 
embossed, with the proper designs representing the bamboo tree, which is a symbol of 
good wishes and prosperity among the Chinese. On the front cover the words “Complete 
New Testament” in raised gold were placed in the Chinese language, and in the middle, 
on an oval plate of gold, was inscribed in Chinese, “Scriptures for the Salvation of the 
World.” The book measured thirteen inches in length by ten in breadth and was two 
inches in thickness. This beautiful book was enclosed in a handsome silver casket, also 
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ornamented with bamboo designs, the work of the best native artists in Canton, which 
excels in such class of work, and the casket was lined with old gold plush. On the lid of 
the casket, on a gold plate, was the inscription, “Respectfully presented to the Empress 
Dowager Chung Hsi, by the Christian Women of the Protestant Church.” The silver in 
the casket and in the New Testament weighed fifteen pounds. The casket for presenta- 
tion was placed in a teak wood box covered with plush without and within. 

An important part was an admirable special introduction to the New Testament, which 
was written by Rey. William Muirhead, D. D., of the London Society Mission, telling in 
most happy form the character and object of the New Testament and the position which 
it occupies in Christian countries. A letter of presentation from Mrs. Timothy Richards 
of the English Baptist Mission was also enclosed, signed, “Your Majesty’s Most Faithful 
Subjects, the Women of the Protestant Christian Church in China.” The casket was 
presented to the Tsung-li Yamen (Imperial Court), by the English and American minis- 
ters, and by a happy coincidence it reached the hands of the Empress Dowager on the 
same day with the present from Victoria, Queen of England and Empress of India.

These two women have for many years reigned over more than half the population of the 
globe. 

The present was most happily received. The Empress was greatly interested in the 
book; and having obiained the names of the foreign ladies who had been most prominent 
in the movement, valuable presents were sent to them in acknowledgment of their inter- 
est. The Emperor was also deeply interested in this token of respect to his mother, and 
having learned by Dr. Muirhead’s introduction to the New Testament that it was only a 
part of the Bible, immediately sent for a copy of the Old Testament. It is confidently 
anticipated that this beautiful presentation, so happily carried out, has brought the 
Christian church in China to the notice of the royal family in a way which wil] ensure

and more protection in missionary work, and the prayers of all are that this pleasant epi- 
sode in missionary history in China may result in large future developments of the king-

GENERAL ARTICLES. 


PERSECUTION IN BULGARIA. 
REV. BASIL S. KEUSSEFF. 


Six months have expired since I began 
active evangelistic work in our Danubian 
stations, Rustschuk, Vidin and Lompa- 
lanka. During this time the Lord has 
granted uuto us such blessings as seldom 
have been known in Bulgaria before. 
There are over forty-five souls who have 
professed faith in Jesus Christ as their 
personal Saviour. In Lompalanka, where 
I have spent most of my time and energy, 
the blessings have been the greatest. Here 
thirty persons have publicly confessed the 
Lord Jesus. Our meetings were crowded 
in such a manner that we were obliged to 
enlarge our premises. But Satan could not 
look with indifference at the progress of 
the kingdom of God to the loss of his own. 
As we were at the height of our joy for 
these blessings, Satan gave us a blow from 
which, humanly speaking, we shall not 
recover soon. 

For some time past all kinds of threats 
from the clergy of the Greek Church came 
to our ears; but as the Berlin Treaty of 
1878, and the law of the principality itself 


give full religious liberty, we thought that 
no violence against us could be done. In 
this, however, we have been deceived. 
Yesterday, March 3, a priest made a 
speech against the Protestants, arguing 
that they were the greatest enemies of the 
Greek Church. In order to convince the 
people that this is so, he used the most 
cunningly devised lies and slanders. In 
consequence of this a gang formed, which 
came to our chapel just when I was 
preaching. At the end of the service they 
tried to raise a row, but could not get the 
opportunity. They intended to put their 
cruel hands on me, but the Almighty deliv- 
ered me. I escaped their hands by coming 
out of the chapel surrounded by the devout 
women of the congregation. 

Our enraged enemies, however, did not 
get discouraged because of their failure. 
In the afternoon at three o’clock, when our 
Sunday school commenced, the gang, led 
by some government officials, entered our 
chapel with dreadful cries. Some shouted, 
“We want the preacher, we want the 
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preacher!” Others shouted, “We will see 
how his head will fly off!” Five of our 
members came one after another advising 
me not to go and take the Bible class, be- 
cause the mob was waiting to tear me to 
pieces as soon as they would see me. With 
reluctance I yielded to their united advice, 
and remained for personal protection in 
the house of our Brother Klundt, who is a 
German subject. In consequence of the 
revolt our Sunday school was closed and 
the chapel locked. But the gang, led by 
the same persons, returned, broke the 
windows of the chapel, got in and pillaged 
all its belongings.and money, and at last 
pulled down the very building itself. Our 
enemies intended to attack us during the 
night service and throw us into the Dan- 
ube, on the bank of which the chapel is 
located; but some of them had no patience 
and began their work in daylight. In this 
way the Lord confused them, and we had 
comparatively an easy escape from serious 
injury or death. But alas! our chapel is 
gone, and several brethren were beaten 
cruelly and stoned. The police not only 
encouraged but helped the crowd in their 
crime. 

The chapel could seat one hundred per- 
sons comfortably. It was furnished with 
good seats, pulpit, lamps, stove and clock. 
There was a board full of Bibles, hymn- 
books and other valuable papers, among 
which were some church documents and 
letters. There were three boxes of other 
books. There was also a small har- 
monium, and four money boxes, one for 
the church fund, one for our Temperance 
Society, one for the Sunday school. The 
money was distributed by the rioters to 
those who pulled down the chapel. The 
streets ‘~ the neighborhood were covered 
with leaves of Bibles, hymn-books and 
papers. The destruction of our place of 
worship took more than three hours. From 
the very beginning of the riot we sought 
the help of the police authorities, but could 
not obtain it without first giving a written 
petition. This probably was to give time 
to the gang to finish their work. The peti- 
tion was made and handed to the police; 
then, and not till then, measures were 
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taken for our aid, but it was too late—the 
chapel was destroyed. 

Part of the gang was not satisfied with 
this, and when they heard where I stayed, 
they came and surrounded the house, be- 
gan to shout and to throw stones into the 
yard and at the house, so that the windows 
were broken. At this time one of our 
brethren arrived. The police authorities 
had ordered him to call one of us, to give 
information regarding the destruction of 
the chapel. As we went to open the door, 
what did we see? Our enemies had caught 
him and were beating him most cruelly. 
At last he escaped from their hands and 
fled into the house. Now the difficulty. 
was, how to get to the police station, be- 
cause the enraged crowd was ready to tear 
to pieces any Baptist they could get hold 
of The matter grew worse and worse, 
and while the gang was throwing stones at 
the house they hit a sister in the forehead, 
whose face is now terribly swollen. This 
attack lasted longer than an hour, but the 
police did not come to the rescue. At last 
we were obliged to fire a few shots in the 
air with a revolver in order to call the at- 
tention of the police. Then came three 
policemen to see what the firing meant. 
Two of the brethren started to the police 
station. On the way one of them was 
beaten once, and the other three times in 
the presence of the policemen, who did 
not even try to protect them. 

Now no Baptist can pass comfortably 
through the streets. As soon as such one 
appears, they begin to whistle, to shout, to 
ring with bells and to beat on tins or boxes 
after him. They even attack women and 
children in the streets in midday. To-day 
one of our sisters, while in the street with 
one child in her arms and another walking 
by her side, was attacked and beaten with 
stones and snowballs, and the police looked 
on with indifference. The whole affair 
seems to be the work of the government 
party in this town. The clergy also, on 
their part, are only too ready to support 
any move against us with all their might. 

March 7. We have appealed to the Brit- 
ish and German ambassadors for protec- 
tion, and thank God, the personal insults 
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have greatly ceased. Our children begin 
to go to school again. But our chapel— 
what-shall we do now? We have planned, 
next Lord’s day, to divide into several 
companies and hold meetings in the houses 
of the brethren. Will our brothers and 
sisters remember us before God in prayer, 
that He may give us grace to stand against 
all these persecutions? Especially for the 
new converts these times are very trying, 
many of whom will be frightened and go 
back, as some have already done. But we 
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are confident that what God has planted 
no one can root out. May God, who is able 
to make all things work for the good of his 
people, do the same with this event. We 
cherish the hope that we will not be left 
without practical sympathy and help for 
the building of a new chapel, for which we 
believe £400 will be sufficient. Our flock is 
willing, but small and poor, and we are 
obliged to appeal to Christians in other 
countries. 


ANNUAL MEETINGS IN JAPAN. 


REV. 8. W. HAMBLEN, SENDAI. 


. The annual meeting of the Conference of 
Missionaries of the American Baptist Mis- 
sionary Union in Japan convened on Fri- 
day, April 5, at the home of Rev. and Mrs. 
Fisher in Tokyo. All of the stations were 
represented, twenty-nine of our number 
being present. Illness in three homes 
caused us to continually turn our thoughts 
and prayers toward them. Miss Mead of 
Sendai but a few weeks before had escaped 
death by fire, only through God’s gracious 
providence, and was on a bed of suffering; 
Mrs. Sharland of Chofu was daily nearing 
heaven’s portals, overcome by incurable 
disease, and Mrs. Rhees of Kobe was in 
such a condition physically that she felt 
that she might be called home at any time. 
Never before had we met under such cir- 
cumstances. We were drawn together by 
them and incited to prayer that we might 
so number our days as to apply our hearts 
unto wisdom. 

The sessions of the Conference were 


devoted to necessary business, papers and | 


discussions of mission problems being left 
to the Union Conference of Baptist Mission- 
aries in Japan which convened upon the 
adjournment of the Conference. The an- 
nual sermon was preached by Rev. W. E. 
Story of Chofu from Rev. xi. 15, and was 
a thoughtful and helpful discourse. 

One would hardly know the Theological 
Seminary compound, so many have been 
the changes since last we met, and one 
would indeed be difficult to please were 
he not satisfied with the Seminary home 


—so neat, stable and admirably adapted is 
it to the needs of the school. When the 
ummual report of the Seminary was pre- 
sented it was evident that not alone as 
regards its home had progress been made. 
All the departments have been filled, and 
faithful and earnest work has been done by 
teachers and students alike. Practical ap- 
plication of classroom training is secured 
by using the students in evangelistic work. 
In this way the twelve pupils have aver- 
aged eighteen services per week. A reor- 
ganization has been effected by which the 
Conference becomes the Advisory Board of 
the Seminary. President Dearing is shiw- 
ing himself the right man in the right place. 
The school we believe is entering upon its 
second decade—it is now ending its eleventh 
year—under auspices ‘full of hope. 

Another cause for thankfulness is the 
arrival of Principal Clement who is making 
arrangements for the opening in September 
of a Baptist Academy for Boys in Tokyo. 
Prof. Torajima Watase, an experienced 
educator and earnest Christian worker, 
though not of our own denomination, has 
been secured as associate principal. The 
Academy will offer a five years’ course 
which will include a thorough study of the 
Bible. That the Executive Committee could 
do so much for the Seminary and for the 
Boys’ school at this time of great financial 
embarrassment is a cause for deep grati- 
tude. 

The Boys’ school in Osaka, established 
solely that the missionaries resident in that 
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city might fulfil passport regulations, shows 
gratifying prosperity. All are looking for- 
ward, however, to the time when through 
the treaties coming into effect this school 
will be no longer needed to gain a residence 
in Osaka, and when the hoped-for Kebe 
Boys’ school will be the center of our edu- 
catiohal work for boys in Western Japan. 

The five Girls’ schools, also, in Tokyo, 
Yokohama, Sendai, Chofu and Himeji 
report a good year. These schools, like the 
Seminary, are centers of evangelistic work 
in which those fitted for it engage. 

The publication committee has issued 
Scriptures as demands have required. A 
small-size edition of the New Testament 
has been published in several styles of 
binding. Church and Sunday-school record 
books have been printed, and Dr. Harper’s 
“Inductive Studies in Luke” is in the press. 
The committee on hymn book revision 
rejoiced the Conference by reporting that 
250 hymns were ready for the press and 
that the work of printing had actually 
begun. The revised book will add greatly 
to the enjoyment of our public worship. 

Evangelistic work, carried on with the 
aid of eighty-three pastors and evangelists, 
male and female, has been steadily pushed. 
Fruit, however, has been gathered in 
smaller quantity than formerly—184 only 
being baptized as against 236 the previous 
year. 

A hearty reception was accorded the 
Baptist Missionary Review, the Japan corre- 
sponding editor of which was reélected. 

The Union Conference of Baptist Mission- 
aries in Japan comprises in its membership 
the missionaries of the A. B. M. U. and of 
the Southern Baptist Convention. Its ses- 
sions began upon the adjournment of the 
A. B. M. U. Conference and continued a 
day and a half. It is under the auspices of 
this Conference that Gleanings, which serves 
as a monthly means of intercommunication 
on the field and of acquainting friends in 
the homeland with the condition of the 
work, is published. It is hoped also that 
the Conference will soon be able to bring 
about the publication of a monthly in the 
vernacular —a publication that is much 
needed. 
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The committee on religious publications 
(of all denominations) in the vernacular 
reported the publication of approximately 
fifty periodicals during the year, most of 
them monthlies, and many of them of large 
circulation. Of Scriptures and Scripture 
portions about 19,000 copies were issued. 
Books and tracts, many of them, however, 
reprints, approximate 200, while their pages 
probably aggregate twenty-five millions. 
The committee fitly says, “These, in addi- 
tion to the Scriptures and _ periodicals 
already noticed, ought to be a vast instru- 
mentality for good amid this reading-loving 
people.” 

The chief interest in this Conference 
centered in the papers presented for discus- 
sion and in a sketch of the life of Dr. 
Nathan Brown by Rev. A. A. Bennett. The 
three former were: “Church Discipline— 
How Secured and how Stringent?” by 
Rev. J. H. Seott of Osaka; ‘‘Self-support— 
by Rev. W. B. Parshley of 
Nemuro, and “Self-support— How At- 
tained?” by Rev. 8S. W. Hamblen of Sendai. 
Mr. Scott emphasized the need of a con- 
verted and consecrated church membership 
as a prerequisite to church discipline. Mr. 
Tarshley believed a self-supporting church 
to be one which of itself and in its own 
strength performs the functionsof a church. 
Mr. Hamblen asserted his conviction that a 
full reliance on the self-propagating power 
of Christianity, and a sincere meeting of 
its demand for self-abnegation would result 
in the end desired. Mr. Bennett’s paper 
was an exceedingly appreciative sketch of 
Dr. Brown’s life by one who had known 
him, worked with him and loved him. The 
half-hour devoted to its reading was one 
most enjoyable. It will be published in 
pamphlet form that others than those who 
listened to it may have the benefit of it. 

All the sessions of both conferences were 
marked by the presence of the Holy spirit. 
Very helpful were the half hours set apart 
for prayer and praise. One was devoted to 
the memory of Dr. Gordon, the loss of 
whom we all deeply feel and mourn, and 
another to prayer for the American Baptist 
Missionary Union in its financial distress. 
Prayer leading to works, a subscription of 
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238 yen was soon raised to be applied to the 
“Gordon Memorial Fund.” This sum will 
doubtless be increased by contributions 
from absent ones. 

An account of the meetings that did not 
mention a very pleasant evening spent 
socially at the home of Rev. and Mrs. Taft 
would be incomplete. Neither should the 
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kind hospitality of the Tokyo friends be 
forgotten. We could repay them with a 
vote of thanks only, but this was heartily 
given. The general feeling is that our 
annual meetings are growing in profit and 
interest, and that it is a real loss not to be 
able to attend them. 


THE THARRAWADDY BURMAN ASSOCIATION. 


MISS KATE F. EVANS, THONGZE. 


The Tharrawaddy Association met at 
Leppadan this year. The church there is 
poor, having but few members of means, 
but they did the very best they could. A 
neat-thatched booth was put up under the 


women, and such of the men as could not 
find places on the chairs and benches which 
were placed around the sides. A space at 
one end was railed off for the reading desk 
and the recording secretary’s table. On one 
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mango trees in the mission compound, as it 
was thought the chapel would not be large 
enough. This was fenced in with split 
* bamboo, and bright curtains were hung 
around to keep out the hot sunshine. 
Coarse mats were spread on the ground, 
and finer ones on them for seats for the 


side of this enclosure chairs were placed for 
the three mamas who “man” this Associa- 
tion, Mrs. Ingalls, Miss Bunn and myself. 
We gathered there on the 8th of March and 
spent the evening socially—the delegates, 
visiting brethren and sisters from Zigon, 
Gyobingouk, Leppadan, Thongze and the 
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surrounding district having much to say to 
one another, such opportunities being rare. 
The meeting opened on the 9th; the Gyo- 
bingouk pastor, Ko Atbeing, was elected 
moderator, and a very wideawake, enthusi- 
astic one he proved to be. The meetings 
were well conducted and full of interest, 
from the opening one at 7 A. M. on Friday, 
to the close at 8.30 P. M. on Sunday. Fifty 
baptisms were reported, and from every 
place there were reports of progress, with 
many applicants for baptism, which was 
Inost encouraging and led us to hope that 
the next year will record still larger results. 
Quite a number of heathen sat outside 
listening, and watching the proceedings 
with apparent interest. Including these 
the attendance on the meetings was more 
than four hundred. In the weak state of 
the church there we had feared that they 
would not be able to entertain the Associa- 
tion comfortably, but we were agreeably 
disappointed; three or four men, and an 
equal number of women, shouldered the

burden nobly, and as the other churches all 
brought in their share of financial aid, 
everything passed off well and we feel well 
satisfied with the success of this the twelfth 
meeting of our Association. It was not 
only very pleasant, but we trust was a 
means of strengthening all who attended. 
There were many vacant places—those who 
were wont to meet with us having “gone up 
higher”; some left us while I was in Amer- 
ica, whose faces I missed. Others have 
been raised up to fill their places, and so 
the endless chain goes on—links not broken, 
but only hidden for a time. I thought of 
those who had met with us in past years, 
of Mr. and Mrs. George, who were with us 
in forming this Association—the one gone to 
his reward, the other doing a blessed work 
at home, while her heart is here; and 
realized that the time will come when our 
places, too, will be filled by others, who will 
rejoice as we have rejoiced over souls 
saved, and mourn as we have mourned over 
those who reject the Savior.

INDIA. 


. BURMA. 


The Burman Mission. 
Rev. E. W. Kelly. 


Raneooon, March 8, 1895. 

A forward and aggressive movement should 
be undertaken in this field and that immedi- 
ately. All you have said about the impor- 
tance of- Rangoon and the district, all that I 
have said as well, needs to be reaflirmed with 
' added emphasis. .In the plan I suggest I pro- 
pose no methods and employ no motives ex- 
cept such as are used in evangelistic work at 
home. My appeal is for an earnest, deter- 
mined aggression on conservative and safe 
lines. I asked for an additional missionary. 


The Burmese will be reached best and chiefly 
by their own people. The theory that Kar- 
ens will be the evangelists of the Burmans 
is to my mind a poetic dream. Every indica- 


tion is that, like other races, the Burmese 
will come through the ministry of their own 
people. What is now demanded is a bolder 
aggressiveness and a more widespread organ- 
ization of the forces we have. ‘There is no 
breaking up. The work will be hard, anxious 
and unremitting, but there will be results. 
I build my conclusions on the evidence of the 
work of 1894 and, so far, of 1895.

The Lord’s work is prospering in the Hen- 
zada District. ‘The people on the whole are 
anxious to hear. Four have been baptized 
since New Year’s. Eighty per cent passed 
in our Anglo Vernacular school examina- 
tions including standards 1-6. The seventh 
standards are being examined this week.

Buamo, Feb. 28, 1895. 

On the Hills.—In January Brother Han- 
son and myself with a native Christian boy 
made another most interesting visit to the 
Kowrie mountains northeast, where we were 
received with great heartiness. The people, 
while acknowledging their wretchedness to 
be the result of following the customs of 
their ancestors and their wicked priests, who 
perform rites not because of mercy to the 
atHicted but from purely selfish interests, 
asked, ““How can we break away from these 
things and worship God if there is no one to 
lead us?” When we told them of our school 
in Bhamo where their children could learn 
Christian truth and living, they complained 
of the distance to Bhamo, the unhealthy cli- 
mate, the timidity of the children and the un- 
willingness of the mothers to be separated 
from them; but if we would build on the 
mountains near there they would put their 
children in school and follow the law. 

A New Work.—Hitherto it has been un- 
safe for us to live on the hills, but now under 
better rule it is not only safe but in many 
Ways desirable that we should spend the hot 
months in the mountains and among the peo- 
ple whom we do not often see in Bhamo. 
Brother Hanson and myself have therefore 
selected a beautiful place near a large village 
on the top of a ridge between four and five 
thousand feet above Bhamo and only about 
thirty-five miles distant. Brother Hanson, 
Miss Stark and myself plan to build three 
small bamboo houses at a cost of abuut Rs. 
75 each. Within two hundred yards of the 
spot is a pretty little lake fed by mountain 
springs, and about a mile and a half below 
us, toward China, is a grand waterfall of 
more than one hundred feet. From this point 
we have a magnificent view of the Bhamo 
basin, the great Irrawaddy and Taping Rivers 
stretching away to the northeast and south- 
west like silver threads. Here we shall be 
one thousand feet above frost line and shall 
be able to work in comfort through the hot 
season, which is almost unendurable in the 
plains. Within easy reach of us are fifty 
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or seventy-five villages. There is a govern- 
ment road which with a litile repairing will 
make the place easily accessible. Next week 
I go up to superintend the building of the 
houses. The villagers promise to help us 
free of charge, provided we give them one 
meal and tea. Kachin custom calls for beer, 
but our temperance principles require us to 
give them tea instead. Besides escaping the 
heat of the plains we hope to get a hold upon 


-the people, and perhaps bring some children 


down to our town school. We also hope to 
establish here an out-station with a native 
teacher, which we can annually visit and look 
after while practically resting. 


ASSAM. 
The Kol Mission. 


Rev. C. E. Petrick. 


Sipsacor, March 12, 1895. 
Showers of Blessing.—We have been 


blessed abundantly in our work. Twenty-two 
have been baptized in January and February 
in the Sibsagor District; all these were Kols 
but one, who is an Assamese. I feel more 
and more the necessity of dividing the district 
into two separate fields at least. We have an 
enormous population, rapidly increasing. We 
have now half a million, and the next cen- 
sus will probably show our population to be 
600,000. We need two additional mission- 
aries, both for the Assamese work. What 
are we two among such a mass of humanity, 
rapidly increasing? The tea districts of Up- 
per Assam are the most populous and the 
most prosperous districts of Assam, end the 
railway which in a few years will connect 
us with the seaport of Chittagong, on the 
Bay of Bengal, will be a means of bringing 
in many thousands of immigrants. At pres- 
ent we have only steamer connection on the 
river with the outside world, and the poor 
people from India cannot afford to pay a pas- 
sage to Upper Assam where there is abun- 
dance of labor with libera! pay. At present 
all immigrants are brought in by the tea com- 
panies, which pay passage to any immigrant 
from India who is willing to come and 
work on the tea _ estates. In this 
way every year about 50,000 persons 
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are brought into Assam, receiv- 
ing free passage. But with railway facili- 
ties the stream of immigration will be much 
larger. 


Rev. O. L. Swanson. 
SipsaGcor, March 29, 1895. 


On my travels I generally take with me . 


my pundit.Lucas, who is an Assamese, and 
Andreas, who is a Kol and a retired preacher, 
but he said the other day that he thought he 
would become young again by staying with me. 
I make it a rule to first callonthe tea planters 
and ask them if they will give me permission 
to hold meetings in their gardens, with the 
understanding that I am not to interfere with 
their work. So at four or five o’clock, when 
the coolies are coming from their work, I take 
my bicycle which is a great curiosity in this 
part of the country. I ride up ang down the 
cooly lines, in this way gathering hundreds 
and hundreds of people. ‘I then invite them 
to come to a central place such as the tea 
house, hospital or hotel, and sometimes the 
open air, When I promise to show them Bible 
pictures. We then open the meeting by sing- 
ing, showing the pictures, and through them 
preach Jesus and him crucified. 

At Dooma Dalung, where we have some 
Christians, we began services Sunday morn- 
ing at eleven o’clock on the river side, as we 
were going to have baptism. We preached 
for an hour to people standing on the shore 
and a bridge near by, then I baptized thirteen 
candidates. Afterwards we gathered in the 
large tea house where we preached for about 
two hours, and afterwards had the Lord’s 
supper. At five o’clock Lucas and I went to 
the cooly lines, and Nirmal, the native 
preacher at Dooma Dalung, and Andreas to 
one of the out gardens two miles away to 
hold meetings there. 

At Khowang Garden no missionary has 
been before, butas we had one Christian there 
I went there. The planter seemed first to be 
very much against missionary labor and told 
me right out “that I better leave these people 
alone, as he thought them just as happy as we 
who believed in the Christian religion,” ete. 
Still after talking with him a while he agreed 
to let me hold meetings, which I did, he him- 
self being present at the first one, and with-

out my asking he announced that I would 
stay the next day and hold meetings. I have 
just returned from there for the second time 
this week, and had the privilege of baptizing 
four converts. The planter now promised to 
build a chapel for the Christians, and told me 
the oftener I can come around the better it is 
for the Christians. I have been to several 
gardens where there is good prospect of open- 
ing new work, while there are some gardens 
where I have no access whatever; the man- 
agers plainly let me understand they will 
have no Christian work done in their gardens. 

I have obtained 400 copies of the separate 
Gospels from Brother Moore and have been 
able to sell them all to heathen, by taking 
them with me when going to camp, stopping 
in villages along tha road and selling them, 
and also at our bazar meetings. A friend of 
ours sent directly to us $10, making Rs. 36 to 
use in our work. ‘This money I put into buy- 
ing Gospels, and now I have sent for 400 
copies more which I will have to pay for my- 
self. But I think it is an excellent way to 
spread the Gospel. 


SOUTH INDIA. 
The Telugu Mission. 
Rev. J. E. Clough, D. D. 


ONGOLE, March 26, 1895. 
Yesterday I returned from a tour of fif- 


teen days among the villages. Fifteen days 
at a time, by the way, is as long as I can hold 
out nicely, without a let-up, on such tours. 
On this tour we baptized 110, making 255 
baptisms since the new year began. We are 
thankful for so many, but we long for th 
thousands.

Feb. 28, 1895. 

Blessing and Building.—I am glad to- be 
able to report that the Lord is continuing his 
blessing on this field in the new year as he has 
done in the past. The first Sunday of this 
month I had the pleasure of baptizing five 
new believers of Christ into our church, one 
of whom was a school boy of high caste ex- 
traction. The new bungalow is at last occu- 
pied, and the inhabitants feel not a little 
happy and encouraged over the change from 
the small hut into the airy mission house. 
We have fixed the dedication of the ‘“‘Centen- 
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nial Memorial Mission Hall’? on the 24th 
proximo, and accordingly sent out the invita- 
tions. Last, but not least, I have been suc- 
cessful in acquiring two more mission work- 
ers for our work through the kindness of Dr. 
Clough; they are both graduates of the 
Ongole training institution. 


April 4, 1895. 

On Sunday, March 24, the dedication of 
our “Centennial Memorial Mission Hall” 
took place; for us and our beloved work a 
most joyful and blessed event. About 300 
of our Indian brethren, the greatest number 
of Telugu Baptists ever seen together in the 
Deccan, had come to Nalgonda to praise the 
Lord with us for his great mercy. Another 
thing which gladdened our hearts was that 
eight of our Deccan missionary brethren and 
sisters visited us on this occasion—by the 
way, the first visitors we ever had since we 
lived in Nalgonda. Last, but by no means 


une, 


least, we had the great privilege of baptizing 
twenty precious souls on their confession of 
faith in our Redeemer. Surely our cup run- 
neth over!

_ I find my people have heard and been bap- 
tized, but are almost wholly untaught, so this 
is to be my greatest work as soon as I can get 
at it. The starving sheep and lambs must be 
given the necessary spiritual food before we try 
to reach out after others, though of course the 
gathering in of great numbers is a great joy 
to the missionary. I mention this so that you ; 
may know my intention, as it is not so strictly 
in the line of evangelizing as the work of a 
missionary is ordinarily, nor as I had hoped 
it would be; but those who now call them- 
selves Christians must be built up in the 
faith, and thus those coming after will better 
know what Christianity is. 


CHINA. 


The East China Mission. 


Rev. J. R. Goddard. 


Ninepo, March 11, 1895. 

Chinese New Year’s, which came on 
Saturday, January 26, was observed by the 
native churches of Ningpo with customary 
religious services. On the following Monday 
we began a series of daily union evangelistic 
services, lasting three weeks, and held in the 
Presbyterian, Baptist and Methodist churches 
in turn, one week at each. With the excep- 
tion of four days, when it rained and reduced 
our numbers somewhat, the churches were 
crowded to their utmost capacity, and the 
audiences were remarkably quiet and atten- 
tive. At the close of each service the native 
Christians present were requested to engage 
in personal work with the heathen sitting 
nearest to them, and for fifteen or twenty 
minutes the whole congregation would be 
divided up into little groups earnestly talking 
on the subjects presented in the earlier part 
of the meeting. A few cases of conversion 
have been reported as the direct results of 
these meetings, but I am sure many other 


important results have been attained. The 
native Christians have been aroused and en- 
couraged to participate in Christian work, 
and the heathen have been impressed by the 
sight of such numbers gathering day after 
day in our churches. We shall feel the 
effects of these meetings ali through the year. 

At the close of these meetings our oldest 
deacon proposed a day of fasting and prayer 
on account of the state of the country and the 
war with Japan. This was adopted and a 
day appointed, but before it arrived a letter 
came from the Shanghai Missionary Associa- 
tion inviting ail the churches of China to ob- 
serve March 4 as a day of fasting and prayer, 
and in deference to their request our day was 
postponed. Last Monday the Presbyterian 
church—the largest in the city—was filled 
with native Christians, and most interesting 
services were held, lasting nearly three hours. 
Five native preachers, one from each of the 
native missions in the city, occupied the 
pulpit and took part in the service. The pro- 
gramme had been prepared entirely by the 
native committee, and was thoroughly appro- 
priate. The addresses were full of feeling 
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and admirably fitted to the, occasion, while 
the prayers, which were all voluntary, showed 
that in becoming Christians the Chinese had 
lost none of their patriotism. They show 
very little interest in the war except as it 
threatens to affect them personally. A gentle- 
man in the settlement who is taking up collec- 
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tions for the Red Cross Society—himself not 
a professing Christian—told me that he had“ 
not received a cash for that object from any 
Chinese except the native Christians; they 
have done very well, considering their num- 
bers and poverty. 


AFRICA. 


The Congo Mission. 
Rev. William A. Hall. 


Jan. 6, 1895. 

Mrs. Hall has six girls, and there are 
twenty-eight boys on the station at present. 
At Bosende, a town about fifteen or twenty 
minutes from the station by canoe, I hold a 
service regularly every Sabbath afternoon, 
and sometimes on weekdays. There I have 
as a rule a larger congregation than we have 
here, and the people have asked me twice to 
come down and teach them, ‘and I hope to go 


down and start a school there myself if I can 
get a native house in which to gather the 
children. Last Sabbath afternoon Mrs. Hall 
accompanied me to Bosende and we had a 
blessed service; at the close a young man 
came to me and said, “I love Jesus and want 
to give my heart to him.” I should be very 
sorry to have to withdraw my promise to 
open a school there. This is a very promis- 
ing town, and we have no difficulty in get- 
ting the people to come out and listen to the 
word of God. The longing of my heart is to 
see that this people know God. 


MISSIONARY OUTLOOK. 


THE RESOURCES of Christendom have 
not been touched as yet. But a small part 
of the interest has been thus far paid. The 
church of Christ has enough men, enough 
means to evangelize the world within 
twenty-five years. To-day she gives one 
sizty-fourthof her ordained men and women 
to foreign missionary work. To-day it 
takes 7,862 professed Christians to support 
one foreign missionary. To-day the aver- 
age giving, per member, for foreign work 
is but forty cents; in the Methodist Epis- 
copal Church, forty-one cents. The church 
could easily expand to the extent of every 
500 members supporting a foreign worker; 
to the giving of an average of $1.50 a year; 
to the giving of at least one twentieth of 
her ordained ministry to the world’s evan- 
gelization. In her infancy she gave all her 


apostles, except James, to the foreign 
work, leaving the home work to be carried 
on by other laborers; the result of her ex- 
pansion was —Rev. 
E. G. Wesley in “Gospel in all Lands.” 


CHINESE DILIGENCE.—It is by no 
means always the case that the impres- 
sions of the casual traveller and those of 
the old residents are the same, but there 
can be little doubt that casual travellers 
and residents of the longest standing will 
agree in a profound conviction of the dili- 
gence of the Chinese people. The very first 
glance which a new-comer gets of the 
Chinese, induces him to think that this 
people are carrying out in social affairs the 
maxim which John Wesley named as the 
rule for a successful church—“All at it, 
and always at it.” Idleness in China is 
not conspicuous. Every one seems to be 
doing something. There are, of course, 
plenty of wealthy persons, albeit a mere 
microscopic fraction of the whole -com- 
munity, who can abundantly live without 
doing any work, but their life is not ordi- 
narily of a kind which is externally visible 
to the foreigner. Wealthy people in China 
do not commonly retire from business, but 
devote themselves to it with the same 
kind and degree of attention as when they 


were poor.—Arthur H. Smith, D. D., im

NEWS FROM MISSION LANDS. 


GENERAL.—This is the Centennial year 
of the London Missionary Society, and it is 
proposed to raise a special Centenary Fund 
of £100,000 for the enlargement of the mis- 
sions. Nearly £50,000 has already been sub- 
scribed.—According to the agreement by 
which England recognizes the protectorate of 
France over Madagascar, missionaries are to 
enjoy complete protection, and religious tol- 
eration is guaranteed to all forms of worship 
and teaching. 


EUROPE.—The Revue des Deux-Mondes of 
Paris, which has always been on the side of 
free thinking, now comes out in favor of the 
Roman Catholic church, not because it be- 
lieves its doctrines, but because it is con- 
vinced that some form of Christianity is 
needed by the people, and the Roman Catholic 
form implies less sacrifice than the Protes- 
tant.——In Bohemia public worship is prohib- 
ited to Protestants, and now the privilege of 
inviting guests to private worship, which has 
hitherto been allowed, is withdrawn, and 
several Protestant preachers have been im- 
prisoned.—aA lot for a Protestant church 
was purchased in Constantinople in 1880, but 
the Turkish government has prevented the 
erection of a church to the present time.—— 
The government of Switzerland is calling the 


aie to account for breaking the Sabbath 
aws. 


CHINA.—The Moravian mission at Leh, 
Tibet, has received its first convert after 
many years of labor.—The Chinese govern- 
ment paid $5,000 to the father of Rev. James 
Wylie, who was killed by Manchu soldiers at 
Liaoyang, and the father has given the 
money for the erection of a chapel and hos- 
pital at Liaoyang in memory of his son.—It 
is reported that Miss Annie Taylor, whose 
journey to Tibet made her famous, has trans- 
ferred the leadership of the mission which she 
organized to Mr. Cecil Polhill-Turner, of the 
China Inland Mission. Mr. Turner has al- 
ready made attempts to enter Tibet from 
Western China, and has gained a fair know]l- 
edge of the language.——The Chinese word 
for medicine is “Yoh,” and the Chinese form 
of the word John is “Yohan.” In one part of 
China there has been a great demand for the 


Gospel of John, as the people thought it was 
a treatise on inedicine. It is to be hoped they 
found in it healing for their souls if not for 
their bodies. 


JAPAN.—The war has interfered seriously 
with mission work in Japan, not by exciting 
opposition, but by distracting the attention of 
the people from religious matters.——In 
Japan it is considered improper for a wife to 
call her husband by his given name, and the 
Japanese papers warn the Christian Japanese 
women not to follow the example of mission- 
ary ladies in this respect.——By a concerted 
plan of the Bible Societies an effort is being 
made to place a copy of some portion of scrip- 
ture in the hands of every soldier and sailor 
in the Japanese military forces. This is done 
with full approval and even concurrence of 
the authorities. The loyalty of Christians 
was at first suspected, since they were ac- 
eused by the Buddhist priests of connection 
with foreign powers, but their loyalty to the 
Japanese government is now thoroughly 
proved, and Christian pastors are permitted 
to accompany the army. 


INDIA.—There are 90,000 Parsis in India, 
of whom 80,000 are in the Bombay Presi- 
dency. They occupy a high position in the 
community. No special Christian work has 
ever been done among them, and there are 
only eleven Christian converts from the 
Parsis. 


AFRICA.—In Uganda there are already 
100 native Christian preachers wholly sup- 
ported by native contributions.——The Muhl- 
enberg Mission in Liberia raises coffee enough 
to pay the expenses of the mission——The 
proposed annexation of the Congo Free State 
to Belgium is meeting with opposition, espe- 
cially from Great Britain.——The new Brit- 
ish possession in South Africa is called “Rho- 
desia,” from Cecil Rhodes, Premier of the 
Cape Colony and President of the British 
South Africa Company.——The Wesleyan 
Missionary Society have occupied as a mis- 
sion station Buluwayo, one of the most im- 
portant places in the new and rapidly devel- 
oping territory of Mashonaland in South 
Central Africa.
